TALKS OF HIS MISSION.

PARIS, Nov. 20.—M. Jusserand, the newly 
appointed ambeseador from France to the 
United States, is holding a series of confer- 
ences with M. Delcasse, minister of foreign 
affairs, prior to his departure for Washing- 
ton. M. Jusserand has just arrived in Paris 
from Copenhagen, where he has been eerv- 
ing the republic as minister to Denmark. 

When seen at his apartments in the Ave- 
nue Marceau this evening M. Jusserand 
stated that he would assume his diplomatic 
post at Washington early in January. He 


talked at some length of American men and. 


American affairs. Although I have never 
lived in the United States, said the ambas- 
sador, I feel fairly well acquainted with 
that country, a my diplogatic life has 
brought me into contact with many Ameri- 
cans, and I have formed many lasting 
American friendships.” 
Knows Many Americans. 

He recalled that while secretary to the 
French embassy in London he formed the 
acquaintance of the former American min- 
isters to London, Lowell, Phelps, and Robert 
T. Lincoln. He shared the admiration for

The failure brought its compensations, as the 
discussion disclosed clearly that the Danish 
West Indies would not go to any other power 
than the United States, which, with the 
‘sland of Porto Rico, now possessed harbors 
superior to those in the British island of 
St. Vincent and in the islands of the Danish

France and America Friends. 

Questioned regarding the pending Franco- 
American questions, M. Jusserand said there 
were happily no serious issues between the 
two countries at the present time owing to 
the cordiality between them. He intended 
to devote his careful attention to the reci- 
procity treaty, which was still pending, and 
said he saw no reason why the two coun- 
tries should not develop their mutual trade 
by a more liberal exchange of the products 
which each produced exclusively. He cited 
American machinery, raw cotton, and petro- 
leum as articles having no French compe- 
tition which could form a basis of exchange 
against those French articles which had no 
competition in the United States. 


As to Panama Canal. 


Concerning the Panama canal, the am- 
bassador said the question had no official 
status, but that he would continue the 
friendly efforts of M. Cambon on behalt of 
the company. He added that the most pow- 
erful advocate for the Panama route was 
the volcanoes of Guatemala and Nicara- 
gua, which kept speaking in tones of thunder 
in favor of Panama. 

_ As M. Jusserand has written several books 
in English, the correspondent asked his 
opinion on American literature. He said, he 
had been brought up with American authors, 
as his father’s library contained the works 
of Cooper and Hawthorne, along with the 
French classics, and his later meeting with 
American authors gave him a personal inter- 
est in the subject. 


Admirer of Roosevelt. 


The ambassador spoke of the pleasure with 
which he had read President Roosevelt's

Calls It an Accident. 

He states to the police that he had been 
ill in bed for several days, and that Miss 
Gore came to visit him. She was sitting on 
the foot of the bed when he attempted to 
reach an article on a table, on which there 
was also a revolver. He slipped, and as he 
tried to recover himself he clutched the 
revolver, which went off and Miss Gore fell 
back on the bed. . 


„ Girl Is Found Dying. 


The landlady was the first person actually 
to enter the room after the shooting. She 
found Miss Gore seated on the bed, with her 


She was fully dressed and had her hat on. 
Doctors and surgeons were summoned at 
once. They tried in vain to save the girl's 
life. She did not, however, recover con- 
sciousness, and died at 8 o’clock without 
uttering a word. 


Russian Denies It’s Murder. 

According to the papers, when the Russian 
made some contradictory statements to the 
commissary of police the latter said abruptly: 

It is you who killed her.“ 

M. Rutzwoski replied, putting his hands to 
his head: 

What an infamous accusation!” 

Rutzwoski is a pupil of the celebrated 
baritone, Lassale, who has a high opinion of 
him and is convinced of his innocence. 

Nothing was found in his room except a 
tew letters written in Russian and German. 

The Figaro says Miss Gore was a nativeof 
Chicago, and was an exceedinly handsome 
woman. The paper also says that Rutzwoski 
gave his name as Robekoff at an hotel where 
he staid before taking lodgings in the Rue 
de la Faislanderie. 


Comes of Good Family. 

Mr. Gowdy, the American consul general, 
said tonight that he could not positively 
identify Miss Gore. She arrived in Paris on 
Aug. 25, and boarded with Mme. Pontrie, 
who is well known in the American colony. 
Miss Gore’s correspondence shows that she 
belonged to a good family. She corresponded 
frequently with Edward C. Butler, aNawyer 
in the City of Mexico, in reference to divorce 
proceedings. 


Consul General Investigating. 

Consul General Gowdy has not formed any 
theory regarding the circumstances of the 
death, but he will insist on the police thor- 
oughly probing all the mysterious features 
of the case. The body has been removed to 
the morgue, where it will remain until Mr. 
Gowdy has received advices from the wom- 
an relatives.

The United States government Monday 
morning will open an official boarding house, 
wnder the direction of Prof. H. W. Wiley, 
chief of the bureau of chemistry of the agri- 
cultural department, and twelve government 
clerks have volunteered to become boarders 
in the interest of science, to determine wheth- 
er or not borax and other preparations used 
for preserving foods are injurious. The ex- 
periments will continue for a year. During 
this time the dozen boarders will be given 
their meals free of charge, for the services it 
is supposed they will render their country. 

From the time they take their first break- 
‘fast until the experiments have been con- 
cluded they will not be allowed to touch a 
morsel of food not supplied under the direc- 
tion of Prof. Wiley. The meals will be pre- 
pared by a cook appointed under the civil 
service, and the food will be the best the 
Washington markets afford. The lot of the 
young government cierks will not be alto- 
gether a happy one. Before each meal they 
will be stripped and weighed. Every minute 
event in their lives for a whole year will 
De closely noted and entered upon a chart. 
Wothing will escape the expert scientists at 
the agricultural department. 

The young men will be divided into two 
classes, one of which will eat chemically 
prepared food, while the other half consumes 
more innocent provisions. Every two weeks 
the classes will be changed. Congress passed 


a bill during the last session authorizing the 


Sericultural department to conduct the ex- 
periments about to be Inaugurated. It is the 
intention of the experts to discover just what 
the éffect of chemically prepared food is 
on the human system: Heretofore animals 
have been the subjects practiced upon, but 
they would not do, and it was determined 
to conduct the tests with human beings.

About 
200 little ones with flags in their hands were 
lined up along the track. The president stood 
on the rear platform and waved his hand and 
hat to them. | . 


Morning Greeting from Children.

HIS HUNT FOR THIEF ENDS IN DEATH. |

CHARLES E DILLON 


. While attempting to capture a thief who was looting a freight: car in the Northwestern 
railway yards early yesterday morning, Charles E. Dillon, who was a special policeman 
in the employ of the railway, was shot to death. Charles Yuron, one of the railway yard- 
men, was arrested a short time later, and last night he confessed that he was both the 
thief and the slauer. Two other arrests were made in connection with the case. 


Here Wheeler described the visits he and 
Hoy paid to the homes of Capt. Williams and 
K. G. Mallon in-order to notify the former 
that everything was ready for the settlement 
ef the taxes in the south town collector's 
office. They failed to find Capt. Williams, 
and two or three weeks elapsed before nego- 
tiations wereresumed. This wasin the early 
part of April, when the tax books had gone 
to the county treasurer's office. It was at 
this time that Peter Storm, the assistant 
chief clerk in the treasurer’s office, who 
committed suicide last July, became a co- 
conspirator, according to Wheeler's state- 
ment. 

In the early part of April I was ap- 
proached by Peter Storm,“ said Wheeler. 


He asked me if I knew of any corporations 
Etat had not paid their taxes. I told him 
Well, if you 
know of any, he said, ‘we will issue a re- 
ceipt on the basis of three-quarters of the 
original amount of the taxes, mark it paid 
on the books, and give them a receipt in full; 
but there can be only g limited amount of 
it done. It has either Bot to be five or six 
medium ones or else one large one.’ 
I immediately mentioned the Masonic 
temple. He thought that would be good if I 
cc uld get it. Irathersuspected Storm a little 
bit 
Never mind that, interrupted Mr. 
Barnes. Goon and State what you did.“ 


‘Masonic People Ready. 


“tT went to the Masonic temple and had 
an Interview with Mr. Williams: I told him 


celpt Lor, 528, 770 17, the full amount of the 
taxes. He said he would submit it to the 
other officials of the association. I went 
back the next day and had a talk with him. 
and we went over the matter in detail, as 
best we could at the time. He told me he 
thought the proposition would be all right. 
I saw him three or four times, and we final- 
ly got down to business. 

He told me that the Masonic people were 
ready if there could be certain arrange- 
ments made. That was in the morning, and 
he wanted me to come back in the after- 
noon and have a talk with him when he 
would have more time. I went back at 2:30 
and went directly into his room and had 
quite a conversation with him. He asked 
me how the county treasurer was going to 
balance his books. I tried to explain to 
him as best I could, but I could see that 
he was not absolutely satisfied with my 
explanation. I suggested to him that, if 
he had no objection, I would bring the gen- 
tleman from the county treasurer's office to 
meet him. At first: he said he did not want 
to see him, but a few minutes afterwards 
he said it would be all right, and that I 
could bring him over after 5 o'clock that 
evening. 


Storm Visits Williams. 


“The matter rested there for that day. I 
went back to the county treasurer’s office 
and saw Mr. Storm. I told him what Will- 
iams had said. He did not feel inclined to go. 
I told him that unless he did go the transac- 
tion would fall through, so he finally con- 
sentedtogo. We went over there at5 o'clock, 
and I introduced Capt. Williams to Mr. Storm, 
and they held a conference, not more than 
five minutes, Mr. Williams telling me tocome 
back next morning and see him. : 

went back next morning and saw Capt. 
Williams. He took mein. ‘ Now,’ said he, 
Wheeler, I feel quite satisfied to go ahead 
and transact this business with you. I guess 
the matter is all right. There are a couple 
of little details here that I want to have an 
understanding about.’ He talked to me about 
leaving the balance of the $26,000 in the 
treasury of the association, making me be- 
lieve that he would not take it out, but would 
simply let it remain there.“ 

„What balance?“ inquired Mr. Barnes.

Wheeler.

All of Them Good Fellows.“ 


“He was only going to take out $20,000 
and leave $6,770.17 in the treasury of the 
association. He wanted to know if I could 
not leave some part of the $20,000 with 
them. He said they were good fellows and 
wanted to be treated liberally, and wanted 
to treat eferybody liberally, and wanted 
to have the good will of everybody. 

„I said, ‘I am not in a position to make 
any proposition on that score. I will sub- 
mit it and submit back to you my answer 
tomorrow.’ I submitted the proposition to 
Mr. Storms and he told me to tell Capt. 
Williams he would leave $1,000 with him 
out of the $20,000. 

“T went back and told Capt. Williams 
that. He told me to come in next morning. 
Next morning I went in and I had to wait 
gome little time for Capt. Williams. He 
was in the directors’ office. I waited, I think, 
nearly ten minutes for him, something that 
had never occurred before. I ‘had always 
been admitted immediately at any time 1 
went there to see Capt. Williams.”’ | 


Gormley in the Light. 


It was on this occasion, Wheeler said, that 
he met and was introduced to Gormley by 
Williams. After Gormley’s conversation 
with Wheeler, as related in the foregoing, 
and the departure of the former, Williams 
took Wheeler into the private office and 
suggested that they mould get down to 
business. In his testimony Wheeler quoted 
Williams as saying: “If you will promise 
to leave $3,000 of that $20,000 with me we 
will wind this matter up immediately.“ 

Wheeler said he had to carry this proposi- 
tion to Peter Storm, and that several days 
elapsed before Storm said that they,“ 
meaning certain persons in the county treas- 
urer’s office, had consented.” Over a week 
passed by before the consummation of the 
conspiracy by the payment of the $20,000 
into the hands of Wheeler and Storm. 


Go to Complete the Deal.

“On Saturday, April 21, I was at Capt. 
Williams’ office at 9 o'clock a. m. Capt,

“I thought that inasmuch as I had paid 
out $20,000 belonging to a corporation, he 
said, “‘and had received a regular official 
receipt, there was moral ground, if not a 
legal basis, for my taking those affidavits.”’ 

Mr. Wing tried to get the affidavits into the 
record of evidence, but the court sustained 
the objections of the state. One of the affi- 
davits, according to Williams, had been duly 
attested by a notary, but had not been sworn 
to. 


Denials from Attorneys. 


As for the attorneys themselves, they de- 
clare that Willlams acted without any in- 
fluence being brought to bear upon-him and 
with full knowledge. 

Some affidavits were made before I want 
into the case,” said W. S. Forrest, “and I 
know little about them. I had to do with but 
one of the affidavits, and that was sworn to 
in open court. It was impossible that I 
could have coerced Williams in the matter. 
When I took hoid of the case one of these 
affidavits was read. It seemed insufficient 
from a legal standpoint, and taking the facts 
from it I drew up a new one. The one which 
I used, I understand, was drawn by Mr. 
Thornton. As I remember, the affidavit con- 
sisted of certain information showing that 
there was a politica! issue in the case.“ 

J know of no influence being brought to 
bear upon Williams to induce him to make 
the affidavits,“ said Justus Chancellor. If 
Williams says that he was prevailed upon to 
make any false statements in an affidavit 
it cannot be true so far as this office is con- 
cerned. The affidavits he made were made 
in his own behalf, and not to exonerate others. 
He made them voluntarily. I do not even 
know the contents of the affidavits.” 

„The affidavits made by Williams while I 
was connected with his case,“ said Charles S. 
Thornton last night, “ were drawn up in 
exact accordance with the facts as he had 
stated them to me and to numerous other 
persons. It is not true, as far as I am con- 
cerned, that any influence was exerted upon 
Williams to get him to make false state- 
ments. I believed he was telling the truth 
when he gwore that he paid the money in 
the county treaéurer’s office, and also when 
he swore that he did not know Luke 
Wheeler.“

SLAYS A FRIEND: 
OWNS TO GUILT. 


Charles Yuron Confesses That 
He Murdered Special Po- 
liceman Dillon. 


MOVED BY WIFE'S TEARS 


Tells Story ef How a Conspiracy 
to Rob Led Him to 
Graver Crime.“ 


“ He was one of the best friende I had, 
but I Knew it was all off with me, 80 J 
emptied my gun into him ie 

So confessed Charles Yuron to half « 
dozen policemen last evening. Then he com ° 
tinued: 

“ After the first shot he fell up against me 
but I pushed him away and kept on shooting 
until my revolver was empty.” 

In a manner as calm as if he were relat. 
ing the details of some creditable act, the 
man, who yesterday morning killed a fel- 
low employé in the service of the North- 
western railroad company—a special police- 
man who had detected him in a burglary— 
told of the murder of Charles E. Dillon, his 
victim. The tragedy took place in the yards 
of the company at California avenue and 
Kinzie street. 

The confession was not secured until 6 
o'clock last evening, although Yuron was 
arrested ten minutes after the shooting by 
Sergeant Bartholomew Fleming of the War- 
ren avenue station. After killing the watch- 
man who had attempted to arrest him, Yu- 
ron proceeded to an ailey, two blocks away, 
where he had secreted two turkeys which 
he had stolen from the railway ears shortly 
before the murder, and had started home 
with the fowls when arrested. 

The murder, apparently, was one of the : 
most heartless ever committed in Chicago, ~~ at 
Three bullete were fired into Dillon's head 
after the first shot had struck him ifn the 
temple.

Slayer's Story of Nurder. ss 

In the confession, which was signed before 
Capt. Kelly of the Warren avenue station, 
Yuron says: 

I had been working for the company as 
switchman for a year and in that time had 
been stealing from the merchandise car 
pretty steadily. I was assisted by Charles 
Watts, who is the head switchman of the 
yard. Last night some good merchandise ears . 
were switched into the yards und at 8 p. m. 
I asked the permission of the yardmaster to 
lay off for the night, as I intended to rob some 
of the cars. > 

About 10 o’clock I got five turkeys froma 
car and ‘ planted’ them. Three I gave to 
William Melville, who has charge of the train 
crew in the yard, and the others I placed in 
an alley near Tallman avenue and the tracks, 
Later 1 got several kegs of butter, several 
of which I hid in the bottom of a caboose on 
an opposite track. Then I went to a saloon 
with Charles Watts and had several drinks, 
after which I returned to remove the butter. 


Bullets for His Friend. 

“After I had opened the caboose I was 
grasped by the shoulder, and, wheeling 
around, saw Dillon, who had been detailed 
to stop the thefts. ‘Aha, I've got you,’ he 
said, and when I turned my face he cried; 

My God, is it you, Yuron!’ 

“ He had not drawn his revolver, but had 
me by the coat, and I begged him to release 
me, telling him that I never would steal 
again. 

It's too late now,’ he said, as he started 
to move me away from the car. I jerked . 
away and grabbed for my gun. I didn't see of 
him pull a gun, but I held mine against his * 
face and fired. 

I hated to have to kill him, as he and 1 8 
had been good friends and were drinking to- 3 
gether a few nights ago, but I had to dott. 

„I knew it was all off with Dinon and 
went and told Watts that I had killed him 
because he tried to arrest me. Watts told 
me to get away from the yards, so I went 
over and got the turkeys I had ‘ planted’ in 
the alley and had started for home when 
was arrested.“ 


Wite's Plea Induces Confession. 

Yuron’s confession was elicited only by the 
pleas of his wife, after the efforts of the 
police had failed to weaken his denials, al- 
though Watts had confeased earlier in the 
day. With their 5 year old child, Mrs. Yuron 
visited the station,, and was allowed to talk 
to her husband in the presence of Capt. Kelly, 

Despite the corroborative testimony and 
the confession of Watts, Yuron denied knowl 
edge of the crime until his wife threw her 
arms around his neck. 
Tell them all.“ she cried. ‘* They'll have 
mercy on you and our baby—won't you, cap- 
tain?’ 
Yuron grasped the child in his arms and 
sebbed for a moment; then, turning to Capt 
Kelly, announced his readiness to tell the” 
story of the murder. . 

Mrs. Yuron was overcome when her hus 
band admitted his cuilt and had to be am 
sisted from the room. 


How Dillon Went to Death. 


For some time the Northwestern raflroad 
company has suffered from thefts, and 
finally Dillon, who had been in the employ 
of the company for a number of years, Was 
detailed on the case.

The textile trades of Leeds are suffering 
from the same cause, and merchants are 
forced to send goods to other markets which 
are not supplied with home manufactures. 
Exports of machinery, steel rods, and iron 
from Leeds to the United States have fallen 
during the last quarter even from the low 
level of the preceding year.

ON VERGE OF A QUARREL. 


France, and Italy, May Break Biock- 
ade of the Orinoco River. 


CARACAS, Nov. 20.—The relations be- 
tween Venezuela and Great Britain are again 
seriously strained, The British government 
refuses to recognise the effectiveness of the 
blockade of the Orinoco river. The Vene- 
gzuelan government declares that any British 
ship attempting to break the blockade “vill 
be seized. 7 
Great Britain is upheld by Germany, 
France, and Italy, and the four powers are 
trying to induce the American minister, Mr. 
Bowen, to join in a declaration that the 
blockade is ineffective. Mr. Bowen declines, 
thus leaving the hands of the Washington 
government free. Secretary of Legation W. 
W. Russell, in his report on the recent trip 
of the United States gunboat Marietta up 
the Orinoco, holds that the blockade of Ciu- 
dad Bolivar is effective, which s a partial 
support of the Venezuelan contention. 

The strong stand made by President Castro 
is based on a confidence that Great Britain 
will not invite complications with the United 
States by having resort to force. 

The strain in the relations between Great 
Britain and Venezuela, already , has 
been intensified by the refusal of the British 
government to give satisfaction in the Ban 
Righ affair. Mr. Haggard, the British min- 
ister at Caracas, reiterated a few days ago to 
the Venezuelan government that Great Bri- 
tain did not hold herself Hable for the action 
of the Ban Righ. 

The organ of the Venezuelan government 
declares that the blockade is effective and 
that British veasels will be seized if they vio- 
late it. Minister Haggard declines to make

GERMAN STUDENTS AGREED 
ON SWORD FOR DUELING. 


Meeting of Sixty-seven Societies Re- 
solves That Pistol Is Weapon Fit 
only for American Trappers.

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REJECT OFFERS 
OF WICKERSHAM 


Ten Creditors Refuse One- 
Fifth in Cash and His 
Unsecured Notes. 


TOTAL NEARING $50,000. 


Lawyers See in Terms Scheme to 
Escape Criminal Prosecution 
for His Acts, 


Ten of the thirty-six creditors of Herman 
B. Wickersham, accused of embezzlement 
by Justice Chott, refused yesterday to ac- 
cept a small payment on their.claims, with 
notes for the remainder to be paid when- 
ever Mr. Wickersham is able to earn the 
money. In the listing of claims yesterday it 
was found that the lawyer’s total indebted- 
ness will be nearer $60,000 than the $40,000 
estimate at first. It is feared the loss will be 
even heavier when all the creditors have 
made their reports. . 

It is declared, too, by lawyers interest 
in the case that the terms of settlement 
offered by Wickersham's family afford him 
an excellent chance to avoid criminal prose- 
cution. \ This offer of settlement was a cash 
payment of 20 per cent and Wickersham’s 
personal notes for the balance, to be paid 
when he gets the money.- The attorneys 
hold that the acceptance of these notes 
would remove all charges of fraud that his 
creditors might make and satisfy all past 
claims against Wickersham. Then they de- 
clare he could go into court and be declared 


‘@ bankrupt. 


Borrowers May Lose Also. 

It developed that many of the losses will 
fall on persons who had borrowed money of 
Mr. Wickerebam and made payments on 
their loans with the belief that they had 
canceled the principal. In each case they 
were given receipte, and these are held to 
show that the loans have been paid, without 
being properly credited on the back of the 
notes. This, it is said, would indicate that 
the notes had passed from the possession of 
Mr. Wickersham to some one else and were 
not held by him when the interest and pay- 
ments on the principal.were made. In one 
instance four not! for a single $1,000 mort- 
gage, aggregating $4,200, are said to exist. 

Creditors and attorneys representing them 
met yesterday afternoon in the office of Mr. 
Wickersham, at 90 La Salle street, to hear 
the proposition of his relatives. There the 
settlement offer was made, it being stated 
that $10,000 in all would be raised and paid. 

“It is probable that this proposition will 
be accepted, eaid Hugo Pam, who acted as 
chairman of the meeting. Ten ofthe cred- 
tors have declined thus far to come in and:

PHILADELPHIA SYNDICATE HAS 
BRANCHES IN BUROPE. 


Police Arrest Three of Five Men 
Known to Be Engaged in a Sys- 
tematic Traffic in Young Girls Who 
Are Lured from Homes on the Conti- 
nent and Sold Outright in Larger 
Cities of the United States—100 vie- 

tim Already Rescued. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 20.—[{Special.]—A 
syndicate, organized in thie city, with 
branches in New York and principal cities 
in Europe, for traffic in white girl slaves, has 
been run to earth in Philadelphia. Three of 
the five men at the head of the syndicate 
are under arrest. The names of the Euro- 
pean agents have been discovered. Several 
high officials in the Philadelphia police de- 


partment are, it is declared, implicated with 
the syndicate work. 


German Consul Gives Clew. 


The first information of the syndicate’s 
operation was obtained by Director of Public 
Safety English from the German consul. in 
this city. An investigation promptly fol- 
lowed. 

It was discovered that the chief European 
agent of the syndicate is a resident of a 
famous university town in Germany. He 
directed the work of luring young girls from 
their homes on promises of good positions in 
the United States The girls were then 
shipped to the syndicate in Philadelphia and 
sold outright. 


Police Rescue 100 Girls. 


As @ beginning of the war on the white 
slave traffic the police last night visited 
twenty houses an ted more than 100 
young giris, nearly all foreigners. They 
were arraigned before Magistrate Kocher- 
sperger this morning. 

It was evident by their answers that the 
girls were not telling the truth, and, losing 
all patience, the director dramatically gave 
the keynote to the whole story.

Several 
volice Meutenants in whose districts the 
system has flourished are in grave danger of 
losing their official heads. | 

Director Englisb's attention was called to 
the increased number of young girls missing 
from their homes in this and other large 
cities. Many parents from other cities are 
here seeking daughters whom they claim 


have been lured from home. 


Chief Agent Is Known, 


The name of the chief distributing: agent 
of the syndicate in the United States is known 
to the police. He is the man to whom the 
young girls are sent from abroad. He then 
distributes them to the various large cities 
according to the demand. The man named 
has not yet been located, and the police be- 
lieve the name given them is one assumed for 
the purpose of the traffic. The aid of the 
postal authorities has been called in and the 
arrest is expected in the near future. 


Rabbi Krauskopf Will Help. 


As the majority of the young girls brought 
here from abroad were of the Jewish faith, 
the police invited the codperation of Rabbi 
Joseph Krauskopf. He agreed to coöperate 
with the authorities to the extent of caring 
for any of the young girls who might be re- 
claimed. 

Many ofthe girls were young. When ques- 
tioned it was evident every one of them had 
been instructed whattosay. Invariably they 
gave their ages as 22. Girls who by their 
looks were not more than 16 or 17 insisted 
that they were of legal age. 


Girls Break Down and Cry. 


All of these were turned over to the care 
of Rabbi Krauskopf and his assistants, and 
under their kindly questioning many of 
them let out secrets of their lives. Some 
of the scenes were most pathetic, and girls 
hardened in the terrible school of vice broke 
down and sobbed like babies. Rabbi Kraus- 
kopf and his party took notes of all cases 
and later efforts will be made to provide 
these girls with homes. 

It has developed that many of these girls 
brought from abroad were kept prisoners 
— their rooms, being fed through the win- 

ows.

JOHN J. SMUT SAYS HE WAS HELD 
WITHOUT CAUSE. 


West Side Business Man Tells Court 
That Because He Sought to Protect 
Himself from a Negro Who Tried 
to Kill Him West Lake Street Po- 
licemen Threw Him in Jatl—Is Dis- 
charged by Justice Doyle—Inspec- 
tor Shea Is Investigating the Case. 


Because he fired his revolver five times at 
a negro who had shot at him, John J. Smut, 
2 Warren avenue, was locked up all night 
at the West Lake street station under 
charges of disorderly conduct and shooting 
inside the city limits. 

The police, he says, refused to send for his 
friends to give bond or accept any of the 
8100 they found on his person as a guarantee 
of his presence in court. 

Smut was discharged quickly by Justice 
Doyle yesterday morning. Inspector John 
D. Shea is investigating the circumstances 
surrounding the arrest. . 


Aided in Arresting Negro. 

Smut is in business at 749 Madison street, 
and it was because he aided a police sergeant 
recently, he said, that repeated attempts 
have been made on his life. Smut said he 
was standing in his store recently when he 
heard a commotion in the street. Running 
to the sidewalk, he saw a police sergeant 
pursuing a negro. The latter was armed 
with a revolver and the police sergeant was 
shooting at him. 

Pedestrians scattered and made no effort 
to assist the police sergeant. Smut said he 
dashed in front of the negro, captured him, 
and held the man until the sergeant came up 
and took charge of him. 

After his release from jail thé negro, it is 
gaid, began seeking revenge. Smut became 
aware that he was peing followed from his 
piace of business almost every night. Sev- 
eral times he was shot at, and finally he ap- 
pealed to the police for protection. A de- 
tective was sent to accompany him home, but 
on such occasions nothing was seen of the 
negro. 

Is Shot At Near Home. 7 

Wednesday night Smut had some business 
with his agents and it was late when he 
started for home. He carried nearly 3100 in 
cash and notes for $300. He was watchful, 
but met with no harm, he said, until he was 
about to-enter his home, when he came al- 
most face to face with a negro, who stepped 
from a dark shadow, pointed a revolver at 
him, and fired. Smut said he ran into the 
house, secured his own weapon, and started 
in pursuit of the negro.

Sees His Children at Window. 

Huddled together in front of a second story 
window in a cottage in the rear of the Home 
clubhouse could be seen two frightened chil- 
dren while the flames were burning through 
a partition of the next room.

The 
immigrant may become one after a genera- 
tion or #. America is getting the raw ma- 
terial, Canada the finished product. | 


Doubles Record of 1901.

First may be mentioned an ex- 
ceptional command of the softer and more 
delicate effects possible to the instrument, 
due to the possessing of fingers that are 
more than ordinarily fleet, deft, and light; 
secondly, a touch that has considerable of 
the singing quality when only moderate 
power is demanded; and, thirdly, a certain 
poetic sentiment and temperamental! impul- 
siveness in interpretation that speak of the 
sensitive nature of one who its a dreamer 
rather than a doer. 

These are, however, about all the merits 
that can be set down to the pianist’s credit. 
His touch in forte or fortissimo becomes 
hard, there ie little or no warmth or color 
at any time in the tone, and while in his read 
ings it is clearly evident that he is a musician 
who understands and appreciates the mean- 
ing and musical. value of every measure 
played, yet to the listener there is almost 
constantly present the consciousness that 


this meaning and these musical values are. 


not being logically and clearly revealed. 

Herr Weiss seems to lack the sense of cli- 
max. He starts for a given musical height 
with splendid determination and unmistak- 
able purpose, but just as he is about to reach 
it he seems suddenly to lose sight of the ob- 
jective point or to forget all about #4, and. 
sinking back, wanders off into some sidepath 
of sweet sentimentality or strolls aimlessly 
about for a time on the pleasing level of his 
favorite pianissimo. When he succeeds in 
keeping his mind on the climax he is able to 
reach KM, and reach it with considerable et- 
fectiveness—as witness certain places in 
some of his own compositions and in the 
four piéces from Brahms’ opus 119—but as a 
rule he appears to fall a-dreaming, and the 
outcome is disappointment and annoyance to 
the auditor. He also has a habit of slapping 
the keys—his wrist being one of the most 
completely devitalized ever observed in any 
pianist—and the effect, while pleasing if only 
occasionally employed, becomes monotonous 
when indulged in as frequently as it is by 
Herr Weiss. 

The program was in every respect an un- 
usual one. It began with the Paganini- 
Brahms Variations, which were played— 
both books of them—with, at times, much 
technical clearness and cleanness, but with 
so little tonal beauty that they seemed done 
in pure black and white, with never a sug- 
gestion of ‘color or warmth about them 
anywhere. Then came the Tannhäuser 
overture in ah arrangement ostensibly 
Liszt’s. but largely modified by the player. 
It should be made a pianistic offense pun- 


ishable by banishment or death for any 
player to put the “ Tannhiuser” overture 
‘on any recital program, and especially if 


that program is to be played in a town 
or city ever visited by an orchestra. The 
Liszt transcription had its reason for being 
at the time it was composed, for then the 
necessity of making propaganda for the 
Wagner cause still existed, but that neces- 
sity has long ago disappeared, and the im- 
possible transcription should be retired for 
good. There certainly are other composi- 
tions that will permit a performer to dis- 
play his technic without calling into use 
this inadequate version of an orchestral 
selections long familiar in its préper form 
to all concert goers. Herr Weiss was not 
equal to the technical demands made on 
him by the work, and gave, therefore, a la- 
bored and ragged performance, which but 
added to the enormity of having to listen to 
it. The four Brahms pieces were played 
with more of logical revealment of their 
musical and poetic contents ‘than s any- 
thing else on the program. Four of Herr 
Weiss’ own compositions proved interest- 
ing and attractive, and told of a creative 
talent of worth. A scotch rhapsody was 
especially admirable. The Liest Don 
Juan fantasie was the last number on the 
program, but the player announced that he 
had injured his finger, and therefore would 
play something easier. He gave a number 
consisting of transcriptions of themes from 
waltzes of Strauss.

They cautioned her 
to study nature as closely as possible, and 
warned her against the adoption of the 
methods of any particular school. 

The portrait of Queen Marie Antoinette, 
a photogravure production of which ts given 
with Tue TRIBUN® today, is looked upon as 
one of the most interesting and valuable 
products of her brush. She reproduced the 
features of the unfortunete consort of the 
ill fated King Louis XVI. of France no less 
than thirty times, the royal lady preferring 
to sit to this artist in preference to all oth- 
ers. This portrait is regarded as one of the 
best Mme. Le Brun ever executed. The two 
were intimate friends, but, as the friendship 
of royalty was fatal at that time, the artist 
was compelied to fly from Paris to Rome, 
where she sought refuge, after several at- 
tempts to kill her had been made by repre- 
sentatives of the mob.

SAY GLASS IS A PROFESSIONAL. 


Belief That Yale’s Big Guard May Be 
Barred from Tomorrow’s Game 
with Harvard. 


Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 20.— [Special. 
Harvard's stock took a big boom this even- 
ing when it was announced that the athletic 
committee was making a rigid examination 
of the alleged charges of professionalism 
made against Edgar T. Glaes, the big Yale 
guard. The latter is feared probably more 
than any other member of the Yale team. 

At the locker building this afternoon it 
leaked out that Trainer Scotty McMasters 
had received two letters from members of 
the team upon which Glass is alleged to have 
played, in both of which it is said there is 
direct evidence that he received remun«ra- 
tion sufficient to prevent him from compet- - 
ing on a collegiate eleven. 

Me Masters when questioned about the 
two letters, was reticent, but it is under- 
stood by the students that both letters will 
be forwarded to Yale tomorrow morning, and 
anoher investigation similar to that of the 
Cutts case of last year will probably be held 
tomorrow evening. 

Should it be decided that Glass Is ineligibie 
to represent Yale the New Haven eleven 
will receive a terrible setback, as Guess is 
a tower of strength on the line, and the key- 
stone practically upon which the success of 
the eleven depends. The Harvard under- 
graduates aré determined to sift the Glase 
case to the mit, as the Schick case of last 
spring is stil’ fresh in their memory, as is 
also that relative to Cutts of last fall. 

Prof. Hellis of the Harvard athietic com- 
mittee said tonight that Glass came from 
a family of high standing in Syracuse, with 
ample means available, and there was no 
need for him to play football formoney. He 
thoroughly believed Glass to be eligible for 
the Yale team.

I see I have been accused of gumshosing 
up back streets and everything else while in 
New York. I have not been in hiding, Tf 
registered at a Broadway hotel under my 
on name, did not use any back streets un- 
der cover of darkness, but went about my 
own business in daylight, and went to bed 
early every night.” 

Regarding the reports that a Pittsburg 
syndicate had secured an American league 
franchise for that city, Mr. Johnson gaid 
the only truth in them was that there had 
been an application from that city, but it 
had not been acted upon. He said Detroit 
would positively be in the American league 
next year. Of the recent meeting of the

ASHER. 


K. Part of Paddington Apartment House 


Tumbles Down, Ending Life of Que 

Man and Injuring Another—Deputy 

‘Building Commissioner O’Shea At- 

tributes Accident to the Removal 

. Of All Supports Before the Building 
ad Dried Out Entirely. 


By a collapse of two floors of the Padding- 
ton, a new apartment building at Pine Grove 
and Ashland avenues, yesterday morning, 
Edward Asher, 2704 Dearborn street, was 
killed and Gustave Neck slightly Injured. 

For a time it was feared the accident 
would be followed by the collapse of the 
whole structure, which is one of the larg- 
est of its sort in the country. Alarmed by 
the crash, the twenty workmen in the build- 
ing rushed for the various exits, escaping 
without injury. A force of patrolmen from 


the Town Hall station restrained the crowd 


which gathered while firemen searched the 
third and fourth floors. 


Asher Knocks Out Supports. 

When the accident occurred Asher was at 
work on the third floor of the building, which 
is nearly completed, and was knocking out 
the supports of the fourth floor. He was 
nearly through with his work. when the 
fourth floor fell, carrying part of the third 
floor with it.. Asher was caught by several 
falling beams and was carried down with the 
débris and crushed. Later, when his body 
was found, life was extinct and it is sup- 
posed that death was almost instantaneous. 
His body was taken to Linn's undertaking 
rooms, 1844 North Clark street. 

Neck, a calciminer, was at work on the 
second floor of the building and was struck 
by a falling beam. He was slightly cut on 
the knee and went home with the assistance 
of a fellow workman. 

When the crashcame the other workmen in 
the building ran out, a report was sent to 
the Town Hall police station, and an alarm of 
fire turned in. Men from both departments 
arriveéa and went to work immediately to 
search the débris for the bodies of the dead 
or injured. 

The building where the accident occurred 
is being erected by Telford, McWade & Co. 
It was nearly finished. 


Attributes Accident to Props. 

Premature removal of the props which held 
up the floors is given by the building depart- 
ment as the cause of the accident. Chief 
Inspector Barry made a verbal report to that 
effect to Deputy Commissioner O'Shea and 
made another visit to the site, which will be 
followed this morning by a written report in 
detail. 

„The floors were in by Oct. 29, Mr. O’Shea 
said. “Since that time there has been no 
roof to protect them from the rains which 
have kept the materials wet. The props 
should not have been taken out until the 
building was dry. Building Inspector Eberts- 
hauser has charge of the territory where the 
accident occurred. His report will be re- 
ceived tomorrow, together with one by Chief 
Inspector Barry. Of course, with all the de- 
mands on the time of our few inspectors, we 
could not keep a man on duty there all the 
time.“ 

Ald. Snow, chairman of the council sub- 
committee, which recommended adversely to 
the building department, said: 

“The natural assumption is that if the 
plans of the building were properly drawn 
and the work of construction properly car- 
ried out the floors could not have fallen. 
Something is radically wrong.” 


Kipping Falls Two Stories. 

While working in an air shaft in the IIll- 
nois Central railroad depot at Park row 
Henry Kipping fell two stories and was se- 
verely injured. The injured man was taken 
to St. Luke’s hospital in the Harrison 
street ambulance, where, it is thought, he 
will die. 

Kipping, who lives at 5124 Wentworth 
avenue, was repairing parts of the shaft 
near the tenth floor. He was suspended by 
a rope from the floor above. He lost his 
footing and fell to the eighth floor, where 
he clung to a narrow ledge until assistance 
arrived. 

Falling Scaffold Kills One Man. 

John A. Gibson, 5515 State street, was killed 
and J. R. Kinkaid, 3132 Princeton avenue, 
perhaps fatally injured by the falling of a 
scaffold on a building at 5530 Indiana avenue. 
Dr. John B. Haeberlin, Garfield boulevard 
and State street, was summoned and the vic- 
tims were carried into W. A. Young’s real 
estate office, 5500 Indiana avenue, where 
Gibson died. Kinkaid was removed to his 
home. 


JAPANESE IS MADE A CITIZEN. 


Joseph Tanaka Is the First of His Race 
to Be Naturalized in This 
County. 


“The first Japanese to be naturalized is 
Joseph Tanaka, who was made a citizen yes- 
terday by Judge Tuthill. Mrs. Tanaka ap- 
peared before Judge Tuthill and testified to 
her husband’s good moral character. She 
is a white woman and has been married to 
him for twelve years. 

When Tanaka applied to the court for 
naturalization papers Judge Tuthill request- 
ed his clerk, William O. La Monte, to in- 
vestigate the decisions regarding the mat- 
ter. Mr. La Monte presented to the court 
the United States statutes and also the de- 
cision of Judge Sawyer in the United States 
Grcuit court of California, to the effect 
that a white person does not include a 
native of China or the Mongolian race.” 


After reading the decision Judge Tuthill 


naturalized Tanaka, basing his action on 
the belief that the clause was intended by 
congress to exclude only the Chinese, as 
was done later by express enactment. 

Several weeks ago Judge Carter refused 
to neturalize a Japanese.

MAN DIES OF FRIGHT WHEN 
BOAT HITS BRIDGE ABUTMENT. 


Goodrich Liner Atlanta Badly Damaged 
at Dearborn Street in Trying to Avoid 
Running Down a Tug. | 


In trying to avoid a collision, which would 
have resulted in the sinking of the tug O. 
B. Green yesterday afternoon, the Goodrich 


line steamer Atlanta ran at high speed into | 


the north abutment of the Dearborn street 
bridge. With the crashing and splintering 
of the steamer’s bulwarks, Charles Fischer, 
a deckhand, jumped from a chair on the 
main deck forward and started to run aft. 
He had taken but a few steps when he fell 
with a groan. When his shipmates reached 
him the man was dead 

The Atlanta’s destination was an upper 
river dock. As the Atlanta entered the 
State street draw, where the current is 
strongest, the tug Green, with the grain 
laden steamer Topeka in tow, entered the 
draw of the bridge at Dearborn street. 

To bring the Topeka to a stop, the Green 
was swung into the middle of the stream, and 
the smoke from its stack hid it from view 
from the Atlanta’s bridge. 

When a gust of wind blew the smoke clouds 
from about the tug, it lay but a few feet 
ahead of the Atlanta. Capt. Pardee of the 
Atlanta promptly backed his ship and cleared 
the Green, only to be caught by the current 
and rammed hard against the big stone 
abutment. The Atlanta’s entire stem was 
twisted from the blow, and a section of its 
side was stove in. 

After the accident the Atlanta returned to 
the dock below State street, where the police 
took charge of Fischer's body. Doctors ex- 
amined the remains, but could find no marks 
and gave an opinion that the man died of 
fright. He had been at work only an hour 
before the accident which caused his death.

MAN HUNTERS IN DUEL, 


TWO KENOSHA CITIZENS TRY TO 


Were in Pursuit of a Young Man Ac- 
cused of Insulting Girl and Made 
Serious Mistake—Neither Man Is 
Haurt—Pugitive Seeks Refuge in a 
Barn, Where He Hides Until Morn- 
ing—Pleads Guilty to Nominal 

Charge and Pays Fine. 


Kenosha, Wis., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—At- 
torney Normal L. Baker, superintendent of 
the schools of Kenosha, and William Berg- 
land of this city engaged in a lively pistol 
duel just before midnight last night. Three 
shots were fired by each side. Bergland es- 
caped unhurt, and Baker suffered a powder- 
burned face. The duel was caused by mis- 
taken identity. | 

Bergland was one of a crowd which was 
chasing William Scully, who had deen 
charged with insulting Ellen Soneral, and 
Baker was_also assisting in the chase. He 
attempted to intercept the fleeing man, when 
Bergland, supposing Baker was Scully, 
opened fire. 
Three shots each were flred before others 
came up and explained matters. 

The duel was the most une incident of 
an exciting evening. 

William Scully was escorting Miss Ellen 
Soneral from a party, when the girl began 
to shout for help. Bergland, Dan White, 
and Bert Danhof, who were half a block 
away, heard her shouts, and started for the 
rescue. At their coming, Scully made as if 
to draw a weapon, and both White and 
Bergland drew revolvers and opened fire. 
Then Scully started to run toward the lake, 
and most of Kenosha, aroused by the shout- 
ing, joined in thte chase. 

Posses were formed, and all the police 
in the tity summoned. Scully spent an 
unhappy night in a barn. At daybreak he 
started for his home, where he was arrested. 
When the case was called in the justice 
court it was found that the whole matter 
had been a tempest in a teapot. The young 
woman had modified her complaint against 
Scully to a simple charge of assault and 
battery, to which he pleaded guilty and 
paid a fine of $20 and costs. 


BEGS CROWD TO SET HER FREE. 


Insane Woman Causes Excitement in 
Oak Street Until Police Investi- 
gate the Case. 


Standing on a chair at a window in the top 
flat at 201 East Oak street, a woman attired 
in a white gown and with outstretched hands 
begged a crowd of excited women yesterday 
afternoon to secure her release. She said 
she had been held a captive in the place for 
five years. 

The police of the Bast Chicago avenue sta- 
tion were notified, and Detectives Léftus 
and McMahon sent to make an investiga- 
tion. The policemen found the flat occupied 
by Prof. C. Riverson, amusic teacher. When 
asked if he had a woman prisoner in the 
house Prof. Riverson said he had, and, tak- 
ing the policemen to a rear room, he pre- 
sented the woman in white. 

‘* She is my daughter and she is of unsound 
mind, and I keep a close watch over her,” 
said Prof. Riverson. He told the detectives 
his daughter had been an inmate of an in- 
sane asylum eight years ago, but at her re- 
quest he had taken her to his home. She is 
30 years old and is not violent.

FREIGHT JAM STUBBORN. 


PENNSYLVANIA ROAD STILL 
WORKS AT BLOCKADE, 
Over 15,000 Cars Moved in One Day on 
Various Parts of the System—Enor- 
mous Tonnage Yet to Be Handled— 
Freight Managers at ‘Conference 
Agree to Advance Rates on Certain 
Schedules — Includes Grains and 

Other Commodities Specified. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 20.—The efforts of the 
railroads to relieve the freight congestion 
here were retarded last night and today by a 
dense fog. Official figures given out of the 
work done yesterday in moving trains 
showed over 15,000 cars moved, as follows: 

Allegheny yards, seventy trains, carrying 
8,500 cars. 


Conway yards, ninety-seven trains, com- 
prising 4,290 cars. 

Wellsville, O., yards, thirty-nine trains, 
hauling in all 1,279 cars.

On the Pittsburg division of the Pan- 


Handle 120 trains, carrying 8,000 cars, were 


handled. The Pennsylvania lines east moved 


about 100 trains, or between 4,500 and 5,000 


cars. The Baltimore and Ohio succeeded in 
handling about 4,000 cars. The Pittsburg 
and Lake Erie road moved 4,000 cars. It is 
estimated that fully 760,000 tone of freight 
were handled. 

A. B. Starr, general superintendent of 
transportation for the Pennsylvania com- 
pany, says there are still about 15,000 cars 
tied up on the Pennsylvania lines in the 
Pittsburg district. 

It is positively asserted here that railroad

Many Rates to Be Increased. 

New York, Nov. 20.—{Special.]—A meet- 
ing of the executive officers of the Trunk 
Line and Central Freight associations 
and of the southern roads at the Trunk 
Line association’s headquarters on Wednes- 
day resolved itself into a conference 
on the advisability of increasing freight 
rates beyond the point which is usually au- 
thorized at the close of ‘navigation. The 
sentiment that an advance should be made 
was general, and, while it was agreed that 


it was too early to discuss in detail the 


classes of traffic to be affected, it is fairly 


certain that the increases will be upon com- 


modity rates, while the classified rates will 
be left untouched or only slightly advanced.

The 
climate of the isthmus is notoriously bad. 
During the period of active work by the 
French the isthmus was a veritable plague 
spot, and negroes from the Antilles, who 
formed the bulk of the labor employed, died 
in droves from malaria, yellow fever, and 
typhoid. They came from a tropical coun- 
try. If they suffered so much the skilled 
laborers from the United States will suffer. 
more unless great precautions are taken. 

Looking at the-matter from a purely busi- 
Ress standpoint, the lives of the skilled men 
are infinitely more important to the success 
ef the canal enterprise than those of the 
unskilled laborers of the tropics. The men 
from the United States will run the great 
dredges and operate the other machinery 
which will in a large measure replace the 
pick and shovel with which cana! work used 
to be done. It has taken years to train 
them and their number is limited. Their 
economic value is to that of the tropical 
laborers as is that of their engines to the 
pick and shovel. The sanitary precautions 
which it is desired to enforce will protect 
the lives of all the men, black or white, 
skilled or unskilled, who will be put to work. 

Last summer Gen. Sternberg, the retired 
surgeon genera! of the army and an eminent 
authority upon tropical epidemics, pointed 
out the urgent need of modern sanitary meth- 
ode in the isthmus. Santiago de Cuba, which 
Was a pest hole, has been made clean. So 
has Havana. Colon and Panama must be 
cleansed before the great army of laborers 
is disembarked in their harbors and sent out 
te camp along the canal. All that science 
and skill can do to stamp out the germs of 
disease in the two ports and along the route 
must be done. Colombia cannot cope with 
the problem. The responsibility is with the 
United States, and so must be the control 
of the towns and the line of the canal. 


DEFECTS IN THE LAW.

two previous occasions been asked of the 
French government by England. In 1817— 
that is to say, two years after the battle 
of Waterioo—King George IV., then prince 
regent, was informed by the French gov- 
ernment, in reply to a request for the tombs, 
that the authorities,of the department of 
Matne et Loire did not care to part with 
them, 

Later on in 1848 King Louis Philippe offered 
them to Queen Victoria, and they were 
about to be removed to England when the 
revolution broke out, which drove King 
Louis Philippe and his family into English 
exile. 

Once more have negotiations been in prog- 
ress, and the French government has, it is 
understood, arranged to present these tombs 
of his ancestors to King Edward VII., who 
will find a fitting resting place for them in 
Westminster abbey. Perhaps in course of 
time King Edward may likewise be success- 
ful in obtaining from the French govern- 
ment the tomb and the remains of King WIII- 
fam the Conqueror, which, as every Ameri- 
can tourist in Normandy knows, are one of 
the principal features of interest at Caen. 

Aside from the fact that theaptombs of 
English kings in France attract tourists, 
and are therefore a source of some profit to 
the localities in which they are situated, it 
ts difficult to understand what value a re- 
public sten as France can possibly attach 


‘to the tombs of foreign monarchs on its soil, 


and it cannot be denied that it would be more 
appropriate that these 700 year old stone 
monuments of royalty should rest in the an- 
cient abbey of Westminster among the other 
kings and queens of Hngland than in a 
building in France now used as a jail for 
criminals. 


We are so much accustomed to talk of 
the dual empire in speaking of Austria and 
Hungary that few people here realize the 
extent to which the two countries, although 
dynastically united, are at odds with one 
another. Thus, while a man of the name 
of Standinger has lately been sentenced in 
Austria for having forged entries in the old 
marriage registers of 1858 at Laibach to 
the effect that the late Archduke Ernest 
had been morganatically married to a Hun- 
garian woman born as Laura von Skubelitz 
and created Baroness Wallburg, yet the 
Hungarian government absolutely refuses 
to interfere in any way with young Baron 
Ernest Wallburg and with his sisters, in 
whose interests Standinger perpetrated his 
forgeries, they claiming to be the children 
of the late archduke and the heirs of his 
property. 

The Austrian authorities have made re- 
peated demands upon the police and judi- 
ci@ry of Hungary for the arrest and extradi- 
tion of Baron Wallburg, but without avail, 
and at the present moment, having become 
deeply involved in debt, he has been reduced 
to earn his living as a waiter at one of the 
leading restaurants at Pesth. | 

It seems to be pretty well acknowledged 
in Austria that the claimant is a bona fide 
son of the Archduke Ernest, but not legiti- 
mate nor even morganatic, as after the con- 
viction on indisputable evidence and subse- 
quent confession of Standinger it is impossi- 
ble to believe that there was ever any matri- 
monial alliance between the archduke and 
the late Baroness Wallburg.

SOME OF THE BANKS REPORT IN- 
cn INTERIOR DEMAND. 


Institutions Which Last Week Were 
Inclined to Predict an Early Turn 
in the Currency Tide Say That the 
Favorable Signs Have Once More 
Disappeared — Opinion Is Unani- 
mous That Rates Will Remain Firm 
for Several Weeks.

Chicago bankers who last week were in- 
clined to believe that the turning point in 
the currency movement was near at hand 
|, are not quite so sure of their position in that 
respect now. A few days ago some of the banks 


reported that not only had shipments to the 


interior fallen off materially, but that some 
money hadcome back. The return flow, it was 
admitted, was not large, but it seemed to give 
some promise of a steady increase, and in 
consequence a hepeful view of the outlook 
was taken. 

So far this week, however; there has been 
little of this return flow, while, on the other 
hand, some of the banks report a marked in- 
eregse in the interior demand for money. At 
one bank it was stated yesterday that an 
average of about $100,000 a day was now being 
sent out. This average ie not so large as 
that of about a month ago, but it is large 
enough to dispel hopes that the outward 
movement has come tos halt. The consensus 
of opinion now is that there is not likely to be 
a cessation of the interlor demaygd for the 
next two or three weeks at least, Vice Pres- 
ident Barker of the Continental National said 
ih reference to this matter: 

It is a trifle early in my opinion to look 
either for a cessation of the outward flow of 
money or a return movement of currency in 
any volume. We are not sending out as 
much money as we did some time ago, but 
some is going out all the time, 
that we are getting back is so smal! in amount 
as to cut no figure whatever. The outward 
movement is a little more irregular than it 
was, being comparatively light for several 
— then suddenly strengthening ma- 


Too Early for Return Flow. 


do not see how any important return flow 
of currency can be looked for until well 
toward the latter part of next month at 
least. The money that has gone to the 
southwest to move the cotton crop is not 
likely to start going back until the middle 
or last of December. The movement from 
that section of the country seldom sets in 
until about Christmas time, and I see no 
reason to expect this year to be an exception 
to the general rule. Grain money usually 
is later than that in starting back toward 
the financial centers.

It is true that 
call money in New York is comparatively 
cheap now, but time loans are as firmly 
held as ever. My theory in regard to that 
is. that the banks in New York are doing 
all they can to keep their funds within easy 
reach, with a view to running strong until 
after the first of the year. It is well known

„Wall street may be able to mark up some 
of its specialties from time to time, but 
operations of that kind will receive little aid 
from the banks. I think it is safe to say 
that the New York banks are safeguarding 
themselves against two contingenciés. One 
of these is a big demand for money next 
month with which to meet the interest and 
dividend disbursemente falling due in Janu- 
ary, and the other is an outward movement 
of gold. 80 far gold shipments have been 
successfully held back. but I do not believe 
they can be prevented altogether. This 
country owes considerable sums of money 
abroad, and, aceording to all accounts, has 
been borrowing more lately.

TRUNK LINES EXTEND ANTI-EX- 
CHANGE PASS AGREEMENT. _ 


Decision Comes as a Surprise Follow- 
ing Unmeatisfactery Experience of 
Last Year—Southwestern Coloniza- 
tion Bureau Prepared to Expend a 
Good Deal of Money in Moving Set- 
tlers—New York Report That Ad- 
vance in Freight Rates Has Been 
Ordered. 


Contrary to general expectation the presi- 
dents of the roads in the trunk line associa- 
tion have decided to extend for another year 
the agreement forbidding the issue of ex- 
change passes. 

This means that railroad men will be forced 
to continue to pay fares when traveling over 
‘a line on which they are not employed, unless 
they have a friend who is a politician with 
the requisite pull to supply their needs. 

If this trip is on persona) pleasure they 
may be able to get a half rate, but the cost 
of it will come out of their own pocket; if on 


company business they will be entitled to 


reimbursemient. 

Much surprise is expressed among western 
railroad men that it should have been deen ed 
wise to renew the agreement, it having been 
admitted by the trunk lines themselves that 


the rule was wantonly evaded both in spirit 
and letter. * 


Western Lines Uncertain. 


What attitude the central and western as- 
sociation Hnes will take is a matter of con- 
siderable speculation. Last year the central 
association lines became parties to the agree- 
ment in the beginning, but the majority with- 
@rew from it when they found that sharp 
practice was being resorted to to evade the 
agreement. 

At the meeting of the western lines in St. 
Louls about a month ago a proposition was 
made that no passes should be issued to repre- 
sentatives of roads east of Buffalo and Pitts- 
burg unless exchange passes were granted to 
western agents. It was deemed advisable, 
however, before taking definite aciton, to 
ascertain the attitude of the trunk lines. 
President Ripley of the Santa Fé, Vice Pres- 
ident Harahan of the Illinois Central, and 
Vice President Bird of the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul were appointed to see what the trunk 
dines would do to give western agents the 
same treatment in eastern territory as the 
trunk lines men received in western terri- 
tory. 


Passenger Bureau Disrupted. 

The Southwestern Passenger association 
has been practical, disrupted, most of the 
roads having withdrawn from it. Some of 
the lines decline to come back unless a com- 
plete reorgandzation is effected. . 

The southwestern colonization bureau, 
which has just been organized, will be inde 
pendent of the passenger association. James 
Steele has been elected commissioner. A 
good deal of money is to be expended in colo- 
nizing territory in the southwest, by which

Advance Freight Rates. 

It is understood here that at the meeting 
of the executive and general trafllo officials 
of the roads in the Trunk Line and Central 
Freight associations in New York yesterday 
a general advance in rates was agreed upon. 
The meeting, called primarily to discuss ex- 
port rates, resolved itself into a conference 
io advance rates on all kinds of freight. 

The opinion is that the advance will be 
2% cents per 100 pounds on grain and grain 
products, with a corresponding increase in 
the rate on glucose, glucose sirup, corn, oil, 
steel and ivory, salt, and many other articles. 
The advance-on packing house products and 
aressed beef is to be 5 cents per 100 pounds, 
both domestic and export.

SOUTH FAVORS DEEP WATERWAY 


M. J. Sanders of New Orleans Says His 
People Want a Ship Course 


to Chicago. 


„New Orleans believes in a waterway from 


Chicago to the gulf, and as far as possible 


will assist Chicago in securing national aid 
if the project advanced is economically pos- 
sible,” declared M. J. Sanders of New Or- 
leans at the Auditorium Annex yesterday. 
Mr. Sanders is the president of the New 
Orleans Progressive union and has been 


mentioned as a possible member of the Isth- 


mian canal commission. He isthe New Or- 
leans representative of the Morgan syndicate 
of steamship lines. 

The development of the future is in the 
south and west,” continued Mr. Sanders. 
“A waterway from Chicago to New Or- 
leans would be a great stride commercially 
and there would be no opposition in con- 
gress from any of our representatives. I 
do not believe there is a state adjoining the 
Mississippi river that would oppose national 
assistance to the project. 

A question might arise if a twenty-foot 
channel was proposed. The government fur- 
nishes now an eight-foot channel most of 
the way and this ought to be sufficient for 
some time to come. Within ten or fifteen 
years it may be possible that New Orleans 
would favor a twenty-foot channel, but the 
cost of a channel of such depth now is al- 
most prohibitive.” 

Concerning the isthmian canal Mr. Sanders 
said: 

In my business I am well acquainted with 
the country and I have no hesitancy in com- 
mending the choice of the Panama over the 
Nicaragua route. It is the shortest and the 
less liable to visitation of storms.”’

DAVITT ARRIVE IN CHICAGO. 


Predict the Early Settlement of the 
Irish Problem Through the ur- 
chase of Land by Tenants, Aided by 
Government Credit — Expect Home 
Rule to Follow the Adjustment of 
the First Question — Will Address 
‘Meeting in Auditorium Sunday. 


Full of enthusiasm and confident of the 
ultimate success of the Irish cause, John 
Dillion, one of the leading members of the 
Irish party,in the British parliament, and 
Michael Davitt, the father of the Irish Land 
league of Parnell’s time, arrived in Chicago 
yesterday and established their temporary 
headquarters at the Grand Pacific hotel. 

On their arrival here from Toledo, O., they 
were received by John F. Finerty, president 


| of the United Irish League of America, and 


several other prominent Irishmen of Chi- 
cago, and escorted to the hotel, where they 
were soon surrounded by a large number 
of their friends and compatriots. 


Davitt Sees Early Settlement. 

“ The final eelution of the Irish land ques- 
tion,” seid Mr. Davitt, is near at hand. 
If the present cabinet, does not solve the 
problem its successor will. Not only the 
Irish members but the tories and the Hberals 
are agreed, and it ls no longer a point of con- 
tention between parties, but merely a ques- 
tion that must be amicably settled between 
landlords and tenants. . 

“The Irish landlords are anxious to bring 
about the long delayed solution. The ques- 
tion which still remains to be settled is that 
regarding the price to be charged to the 
present tenants, who desire to become own- 
— When the matter comes up the land- 

ords will find us fair and liberal. If both 
sides are willing to meet half way the work 
ef the arbitrators will not/be too difficult. 

“The rent paid by the tenant during a

Vote on Question Is Close. 


As soon as President Gompers finished his 
speech the delegates began to yell for a vote. 
They were tired of the discussion, which had 
opened in the morning and lasted till after 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. They had heard 
most of the prominent delegates present and 
they were unwilling te prolong the struggle. 

When President Go rs put the-question 
he was unable to tell ether it was carried 
or not, and a roll call was demanded, 
When this had been taken it was found that 
the sition was lost by a vote of 4,744 to 
4,344. The miners, the nters, and the 
brewery workers, three of the strongest del- 
egations present, voted for it. 


Shaffer Refuses to Press Charges. 

Just before the political discussion cameup 
the committee which has been hearing the 
evidence against President Gompers reported. 
As was forecasted, it exonerated him. Pres- 
ident Shaffer refused to substantiate his 
charges, and would not_take the floor when 
the opportunity was offered him. Thereport 
of the committee reads as follows: 7 

“Your committee would respectfully re- 
port that after the presentation of such evi- 
dence and matter as were as submitted to 
them upon the question at issue, and after a 
thorough and careful consideration thereof, 
and after an emphatic and repeated state- 
ment and dental upon the part of Mr. Shaffer 
that he had at any time, in public or private, 
in writing or by vocal words, charged Mr. 
Gompers with any. infidelity to the trades 
union movement or unfaithfulness to any 
trust committeed to him, or in any 
way impeached him or charged him 
with infidelity to the trades union 
movement or its principles, your com- 
mittee is constrained to find any charges 
on reports which appeared to charge Mr. 
Gompers with infidelity to trades unionism 
or its principles are absolutely unfounded and 
unwarranted, and by the unanimous vote and 
opinion of your committee Mr. Gompers is 
therefore wholly and completely exonerated 
from even the shadow of suspicion in this 


President Gompers was in happy mood 
when the report was read, for it effectually 
closes an unpleasant incident. He has also 
succeeded in building up a movement seem- 
ingly strong enough to Insure his reélection, 
and from the present outlook no candidate 
will run against him. The combination which 
has been trying to encompass his defeat has 
about given up hope of success, and has 
stopped campaigning.

Toward the close of today’s session Presi- 
dent Gompers announced the federation com- 
mittee that is to bring about peace in the 
teaming industry. On this committee W. D. 
Ryan of the miners will reppresent the Team-

International union, and J. A. Moffitt of the 
hatters will represent the federation. They 
will meet with committees from the two 
unions within a few weeks.

This seems im- 
possible, and President Gompers expects to 
see the sessions run over into next week.
